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5. Provision of latrines for labourers .-- Every person employing work 
men, labourers, or other persons exceeding 9 in number, shall provide 
and maintain for the separate use of persons for each sex so employed 
latrines of such description and number and in such position as the 
Executive Authority may by notice require, within such time as may be 
fixed in the notice . 

6. Provision of latrines for markets, cartstands, cattle sheds, etc - The 
Executive Authority may , by notice require the owner or manager of a 
market, cart stand, cattle shed , choultry, theatre , railway station , dock , 
wharfor other place of public resort within the time specified in such 
notice to provide and maintain for the separate use of persons of each 
sex latrines of such description and number and in such position as 
may be specificd in such notice. 

7. Latrines to be screened from view and kept clean . - All latrines shall be 
so constructed as to screen persons using the same and the filth from 
the view of persons passing by or residing in the neighbourhood and 
shall be kept clean and in proper order.

9. Prohibition of improper disposal of carcasses, rubbish and filth .--No 
person shall, after due provision has been made under rule 8 by the 
Panchayat for the deposit and removal of rubbish and filth 

(a) depusit the carcasses of animals, rubbish or filth in any 
street, or on the veranda of any building or on any unoccupied ground 
alongside any street or on any public quay , jetty or landing place, or 
on the bank of a water- course or tank ; or 

(b ) deposit filth or carcasses of animals in any dust- bin or in 
any vehicle not intended for the removal of the same, or

AWARD 
The industrial dispute between the above parties in respect of the 
wage cut of 2 days effected from the wages of workers for the token 
strike on 16-12-1961, was referred to this Tribunal for adjudication by 
Order No. 41556 |62-1 H4/HLD dated 9-7-1962. 

The Union in its claim statement would allege that on 16-12-1961 
the workers of the two estates mentioned in the reference , along with 
workmen of over 45 estatos in Peermade Taluk staged a one-day strike 
in protest against the arrest and detention of their President Mr. M.M. 
Sundaram , M.L.A., and that the strike was called after giving notice 
to all estate managements including the employer in this dispute. It 
is further alleged that the token strike called was quite justifiable in the 
circumstances of the case and that the workers having already lost 
their wages for that day on this account, any further deduction in 
wagea is unwarranted and unjustified. The Union would pray for a direc 
tion to the management for repayment of the wages deducted . 

According to the managements when the Union concerned informed 
them about the proposed strike on 16-12-1961 they wrote back to the 
Union stating that the strike was unwarranted and unjustifted an 

G : 1146 . 
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further informed them that if the workers resorted to strike inspite of 
the warning the management would be constrained to take action under 
the Standing Orders and the Payment of Wages Act. As the strike 
staged by the workers on the 16th , according the managements, was 
quite unjustified and that too, without proper notice they had to proceed 
against the workers who struck work under the Standing Orders and 
the Payment of Wages Act and deduct the two days wages under 
reference . The managements would also allege that all formalities 
required under law were complied with by them and that the deductions 
made were perfectly legal and fully justified under the Standing Orders 
applicable to the workmen . 

The Union has led the evidence of its General Secretary to swear 
to the claim set forth in its claim statement, while on behalf of the 
managements, the Superintendents of both the estates were examined and 
Exts . M1 to M18 marked on their side. 

Shri M. M. Cheriyan , the learned counsel appearing for the Union 
challenged the deduction of wages on two grounds. 

( 1 ) The deduction of wages is illegal in so far the same was effected 
without complying with the mandatory provisions contained in Section 9 
of the Payment of Wages Act and Rule 16 of the Kerala Payment of 
Wages Rules, 1958, and 

( 2 ) The sole ground alleged for the cut in wages in the show 
cause notices (Exts . M4 and M13 ) and the crders (Exts . M9 and M16 ) 
finally passed making the deductions is that the strike was illegal, which 
is basically wrong and hence the deductions made on wrong assumption 
is unsustainable . 

On the first point above Sri Cheriyan stressed that deductions from 
wages could be made only as provided under Sections 7 and 9 of the 
Payment of Wages Act read with Rule 16 of the Kerala Payment of 
Wages Rules 1958 and that the managements under reference have 
admittedly not complied with the condition laid down under Rule 16 
framed in accordance with the proviso to Section 9 of the Act. He 
pointed out that Rule 16 ( 2 ) has laid down in unambiguous terms that 
no deduction for breach of contract shall be made from the wages of an 
employed person unless this rule (Rule 16 ) has been displayed in English 
and in the language of the majority of the employed persons at or 
near the main entrance of the establishment and has been so displayed 
for not less than one month before the commencement of the absence 
in respect of which the deduction is made and that in so far the 
Superintendents of both the estates under reference have admitted that 
Rule 16 was not exhibited on the estates as provided thereunder the 
impugned deduction is illegal and hence incompetent. 

I think the contention raised by Shri Cheriyan is well founded . The 
Union has examined its General Secretary to swear to this aspect of 
the matter and he deposed that at no time was Rule 16 of the Kerala 
Payment of Wages (General) Rules displayed anywhere on the estate . 
The Superintendents of the two estates were examined on behalf of the 
management EW1 and EW2. EW2, the Superintendent of Moongalar 
estate has simply stated that he has seen the circular Ext. M18 issued 
by the Association of Planters of Travancore as early as 1952 which 
contains the Rule but would not even swear that that rule was ever dis 
played in the estate . EW1 the Superintendent of the Chenkara Estate 
could not also swear that Rule 16 of the Kerala Payment of Wages 
Rules was at any time exhibited on the estate . He would state that 
the Rule 19 was displayed in the notice board in 1952 which migh have 
been torn off by the workers themselves a few days later. He also 
admitted that he has not even seen any translations of the Rule. Thus 
on the showing of the management themselves, there has been a clear 
violation of the rule prescribed under the Act and since the rule itself 
enjoins upon the ernployers that no deduction shall be made without 
complying with the provision contained therein , the contention raised 
by the Union has to be accepted . The result is, the deduction of 2 days 
wages from the wages of the workers under reference must be held to 
be unsustainable on this sole ground 
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In view of my Anding on the Arst ground . I do not think that a 
finding on the second point raised is called for. In the result the workers 
will be entitled to get back the 2 days wages deducted from their wages . 
Issue found as above. No order as to costs .

AWARD 
The complainants are alleged to be the workers of the Mayithara Coir 
Factory, Sherthalai run by the opposite party and this complaint is 
filed under section 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act on the ground that 
the opposite party has been guilty of a contravention of the provisions 
of Section 33 of the Act. The complainants case is that by about 1 p.m. 
on 17-11-1962 the management did not permit them to work on the 
looms on which they were working, but wanted them to work on other 
looms which had to be made ready. without even offering them wages 
for the same. It is alleged that the practice is to allot a particular 
loom to a particular worker and for the worker to do the work only 
on the loom so allotted to him , that the management by asking the 
complainants to work on other looms not previously allotted to thein .

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violation of Section 33 of the Act. It is also alleged that complainants 
numbers 2 and 5 were , besides, served with a notice on 19-11-1962 
suspending them from duty until further orders. 

According to the opposite party the complaint is not maintainable 
in law or on facts. The Management would contend that they have not 
altered to the prejudice of the workmen concerned, any of the conditions 
of service applicable to them and that the contravention alleged 
regarding any matter connected with the dispute I.D. 15162. The 
management would further state that the allotting of loom is a manage 
ment function , that the workmen are expected only to work on the looms 
allotted to them and that there is no accepted custom and practice of 
permanently allotting any loom to any particular workman. The case 
of the management is that on 17-11-1962 they directed complainants 
2 and 5 to stop the work which they were doing and to manufacture 
certain urgently required samples in some other looms, which they 
refused to do even after repeated requests by themanagement, that since 
these workers disobeyed the instructions given to them , they were sus 
pended from work pending an enquiry and that the action taken against 
these workers have not yet been completed . It is further alleged that 
when the two workers were suspended pending enquiry, the other eight 
complainants refused to do any work allotted to them for which they 
also were being proceeded against by issuing show cause notices. 
Chus, according to the management, there has been no violation of any 
of the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act to attract Section 33A 
of the Act. 

In the nature of the contentions of parties the first question for 
consideration is whether there has been any violation of the provisions 
of Section 33 of the Act . A complaint under Section 33A will lie only 
if there has been alteration to their prejudice of the conditions of service 
of the workmen regarding any matter connected with the dispute . Abso 
lutely no evidence has been let in to show that there has been an altera 
tion of the conditions of service of the complainants to their prejudice, 
much less to show that the alleged alteration is in any way connected 
with the matters involved in I.D. 1562. ww2, one of the complainants 
examined in this case does not even swear that the condition of service 
of the workers in the concern is to wrok only in the loom allotted to 
them once and not in any other as and when directed by the management 
according to the exigencies of work ... Admittedly complainants 2 and 5 
were asked to attend to some urgent work in some other loom which 
they refused to do . Thus there has not been any denial of employment 
to any of the complainants as alleged in the complaint ; neither has there 
been any change in the conditions of service appiicablo to the workmen 
concerned in this dispute. The complaint has therefore to be dismissed 
as unsustainable .

Licences will be issued by the District Educational Officers in their 
respective jurisdictions to individuals, firms and co -operative societies 
including school co -operative societies for the sale of Text Bouks on the 
following terms and conditions. 

1. The term of licence will be one financial year. 

2. The licence fee for one year in the case of individuals, firms 
and co -operative societies will be Rs. 25 (Rs. Twenty five). School co 
operative societies are exempted from licence fee . 

3. The fee for renewing licence will be Rs. 10 (Rs. Ten ). The 
last date for accepting application for renewing licence or for fresh 
licence is 5-5-1963. Applications received after 5-5-1963 will not be 
considered . 

4. For the proper conduct of business every licensee (individuals 
and firms) should furnish a cash security of Rs. 50 (Rs. fifty ) which is 
refundable on the expiry of the period of licence. Co -operative socie 
ties (including school co -operative societies) are exempted from cash 
security . 

5. The licence fec viz . Rs. 25 or the fee for renewal of licence 
Rs. 10 should be remitted in the Treasury under the head XXIIE ( d ) 
(2 ) and the original receipted chalan should be sent to the District 
Educational Officer concerned along with on application for licence in 
the prescribed form , copies ofwhich will be supplied from the Office of 
the District Educational Officers on requisition . 

6. The cash security of Rs. 50 should be remitted in the Treasury 
under R. D. Account on chalans countersigned by the concerned 
District Educational Officers.

1. Qualifications for candidates.- (i) The minimum general educational 
qualification for candidates appearing for the examination conducted 
by the Board of Examiners for Cinema Operators shall be a pass in 111 
Form or the VIII Standard. Prior to the date of appearing for the 
examination, the candidate should have served as an apprentice or 
served for a period of not less than one year in a Cinema Theatre under 
the supervision of a licensed operator. If the candidate is a holder of 
a Degree or Diploma in Electrical Engineering of a University, or of a 
recognised Institute, he should have prior to the date of appearing for 
the examination served as an apprentice for not less than six month , in 
a Cinema Theatre under the direct supervision of a licensed Operator . 

( ii ) The record of such apprenticeship of service sho ll be certiied 
and attested both by the licensed operator under whose supervision he 
has worked and by the Manager or Proprietor of the theatre where he 
has worked for the specified period . 

2. Registration of apprentices. - Candidates for cinema operators ex3. 
mination and candidates for competency certificates shall register thern 
selves with the Board before commencing their prescribed period of 
apprenticeship in recognised cinema theatres. 

A fee ofRe. 1 shall be charged for registration . Without such 
prior registration , the apprenticeship will rot be recognised as valid for 
purposes of examination and for the issue of competency certificate, 

3. Age. - A candidate appearing for the examination or applying for 
A competency certificate must not be less than 18 years of age. 

4. Syllabus. — The syllabus for the Cinema Operators Cour:e will be 
as follows : 

(i) Working knowledge of bioscope machines or Talkies, 
Cinematograph machines and , in particular , knowledge of the type of 
machine which the candidate is at the time employed in Operating . 

(ii) Knowledge of municipal bye-laws and other rules relating 
to cinematograph exhibitions. 

(iii ) Knowledge of precautions to be adopted against fire and 
the most speedy and effective mothods of dealing with fire. 

(iv ) Koowledge of the elements of electric power direct and 
alternating current, voltage, amperage , etc. or in the case of mofussil 
operators, of petrol and oil engine; and knowledge of the provisions of 
Indian Electricity Rules and methods of treatment of persons suffering 
from electric shock . 

(v ) Proficiency in the handling, winding, repairing and etticient 
cleaning of films. 

5. Fees.- (a ) A fee ofRe. 1 ( Rupec one) shall be paid to the Board 
for the registration of a candidate with the Board for recognition of 
apprenticeship thereafter , as mentioned in rule 2 above. The amount 
shall be remitted in the Treasury and Chalan receipt produced 

Ce 1536 
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(b) A fee of Rs. 3 (Rupees cight) shall be paid to the Board by 
a candidate applying for the Operators Examination 

This covers 
also the fees for the issue of a competeacy certificate in the case of 
those who pass the examination . 

(c) A fee of Rs. 8 (Rupees eight) is payable for the competency 
certificate by a candidate applying for the competency certificate but 
who is exempted from sitting for the Operators examination , 

(d ) For every duplicate copy of the competency certificate a foc 
of Rs 2 shall be paid . 

The amounts payable under (b ), (c ) and (d ) above shall be remit 
ted in the Treasury and chalan receipts produced . Fees paid shall not 
be refunded . 

6. Eligibility for appearing for examination.— (a) Every candidate 
unless he is exempted under rule 1 shall be the holder of a certificate of 
having been declared successful in the VIII Standard or III Form 
Examination . 

(b ) Every candidate shall have his name registered with the 
Board as an apprentice Operator, as per the rules of such registration . 

(c) (i) Every candidate unless he is exempted under rule 12 
shall have after registration of apprenticeship as in (b ) above, put in 
an apprenticeship or service for a period not less than one full year in a 
licensed theatre ; or 

(ii) In case the candidate is the holder of a degree or diploma 
in Electrical Engineering of a University or a recognised Institute , he 
should have served as an apprentice for not less than six months in a 
cinema thcatre under the direct supervision of a Licensed Operator 
after registration as in (b ) above . 

7. Documents and instruments to be sent along with the application . - Every 
application for the Examination or for the competency certificate shall 
be accompanied by the following : 

(a ) The application in the prescribed form shall be counter 
signed by the licensee or Proprietor or Managing Director or Managing 
Partner or the Licensce of the Theatre where the candidate had under 
gone apprenticeship or service or practical training or by the Principal 
of any Polytechnic in Kerala , as the case may be . 

(b ) The certificate in original testifying that the applicant has 
paised the VIII Standard or III Form Examination . 

(c) Four copies of photographs (half card size ) of the applicant, 
such photographs being attested by the Proprietor or Managing Director 
or Managing Partner or Licensee of the Theatre or the Principal of any 
Polytechnic in Kerala or a Gazetted Officer of the State or Central 
Government. 

( d ) Conduct and service certificates in the prescribed forms 
available with the Board duly signed by appropriate authorities as 
specified therein . 

(e) Treasury Chalan receipt for Rs. 8 (Rupees eightonly ). 

(f) Apprenticeship registration certificate issued to the applicant 
by the Board . 

(8 ) Evidence or authority indicating the correctness of the age 
of the applicant . 
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8 (a). A candidate residing in the Kerala State deriring to appear 
for the examination shall appay in the prescribed form available with 
the Board duly filling in all the particulars required therein and sead 
the same so as to reach the Secretary of the Government Board of 
Examiners on or before the date notified. 

(b ) Candidates from other States : - In the case of candidates work . 
ing in any State other than the Kerala State or a Centrally administered 
territory of the Indian Union applying for the examination conducted 
by the Board , he shall , in addition to complying with instructions in 
clauses (a) to (8) or rule 7 shall also produce from a Gazetted Officer in 
that State or area a Certificate of apprenticeship for a period of two 
years in any cinema theatre in that Stato or are .. 

9. Penalty for non-compliance of rules.- (a) An application not 
accompanied by any one of the prescribed certificates or documents us 
stated in rules 7 and 8 shall be rejected . 

(b) A candidate who submits false information in his applica 
tion for appearing for the examination or a candidate found to have 
had recourse to malpractice in the examination , shall be debarred by 
the Board for a period not exceeding three years from the date of the 
examination for which he is applying or appearing , as the case may 
be. 

10. The application of candidates who are not qualified to apply or 
to sit for the examination or of those who do not conform to the rules 
of the examination can be rejected by the Board even though the fees 
have been paid and the fees shall be forfeited . 

11. Applications received after the prescribed date or application 
which are not correctly and completely filled in or in respect of which 
the prescribed certificates and documents are not received on or before 
that date and applications which do not otherwise fulfil the termsare 
liable to be rejected summarily . 

12. Exemptions : Exemplion No. 1. Army personnel.-- Ex- Army per . 
sonnel who have served as first or second grade cinema operators or 
cinema projectionists in the Army and are desirous of appearing for the 
examination shall be exempted from undergoing apprenticeship in a 
licensed theatre. But they shall conform to and fulfil all the other 
conditions of the rules regarding examination and grant of competency 
certificate. 

Exemption No. 2. Students of Kerala Polytechnics. - A student of any 
Polytechnic run or recognised by the Government of Kerala who has 
undergone the prescribed studies and training in the Cinema Operators 
Course in the said Polytehnic and obtained the certificate of having 
passed the examination conducted by the said Polytechnic shall be 
exempted from the examination conducted by the Board of Examiners 
for CinemaOperators. Such a candidate shall be eligible to obtain the 
competency certificate issued by the Board and licence as per the rules, 
after registering himselfwith the Board and undergoing the apprentice 
ship or service or practical training in a licensed cinema theatre for 
a period of not less than six months. 

Exemption No. 3. Such other candidates as may be exempted by 
the State Governmentsubject to such conditions as may be specified . 
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13. Candidates serving as Apprentices in more than one theatre.-- In the 
case of candidates who have served (as an apprentice) in more than 
one theatre, during the period of one year of his apprenticeship the 
following procedure shall be adopted : 

(i) The candidate who has registered with the Board should 
intimate to the Board the change of theatre, if any , during the period 
of his apprenticeship , i. c. the date of his leaving one theatre and 
joining another theatre and the name and address of such thgatres . 

(ii) Every notice of such change shall be accompanied by a letter 
authenticated by the Proprietor or the licensee of a theatre where he 
has joined. 

(ii) The candidate shall get a certificate testifying to the period 
of service from the proprietor or the license of a theatre at the time 
of leaving that theatre. 

( iv ) The candidate s application to appear for the examination 
shall be accompanied by the certificates of service issued by the 
Proprietors or Licensees of all the theatres where he has worked after 
registration. 

(v) The application should be signed by the last employer and 
need not be countersigned by the Proprietors of all the theatres where 
he has worked . 

14 , Licensed Operators, from other states in the Indian Union or countries 
olher than the Indian Union. In the case of a person who is a licensed 
operator in any State other than the Kerala State in the Indian Union 
or a centrally administered territory of the Indian Union or in a 
country outside the Indian Union and who seeks to appear for the 
Examination conducted by the Board, pre-registration may be waived 
* Provided the candidate is able to produce a certificate issued by the 
Licensing Authority or the Chief Electrical Inspector of the State, 
Territory or country concerned to the effect that he has served as a 
licensed operator in a cinema theatre in that State , territory or country 
for a period of not less than three years and provided also he satisfies 
all the other rulos governing the examination conducted by the Board 
which he should pass. 

15. Procedure regarding requisitioning for prescribed forms and particulars- 
Proscribed application , conduct and service certificate forms, relevant 
particulars and notifications pertaining to the examination registration 
and to the issue of competency certificate can be had from the Secre 
tary, Government Board of Examiners for Cinema Operators, Office 
of the Chief Engineer , Buildings and Roads, P. W.D., Trivandrum , 
Kerala State , by the candidates for the examination or applying for 
issue of competency certificates on a requisition in writing specifying 
the name of the post. Every such application shall be accompanied by 
a sufficiently stamped and self -addressed envelope . 

16. The State Government may, by order in writing, exempt, 
subject to such conditions and restrictions as they may impose, any 
candidate from all or any of the provisions of the foregoing regula 
tions .

under rule 39 ( 1) of the Kerala Cinemas 

(Regulations) Rules , 1958 . 

APPLICATION FOR AND ISSUE OF LICENCE . 
1. Applications in prescribed forms shall be made to the Electrical 
Inspectors concerned by the eligible candidates for issue of licences 
accompanied by the following particulars and documents : 

I. Competency Certificate. 
11. Two copies of photograph of the applicant 2 " 23" size 

taken within a year of the date of application . 
III. Two specimen signatures of the applicant. 
IV . Treasury Chalan receipt for Rs. 6 . 

2. On receipt of the applications and after satisfying himself that 
the application is in order, the Electrical Inspector concerned shall 
issue the cinema operators licence in the Form G appended . 

VALIDITY AND RENEWAL . 
3. The licence issued shall be valid for a period of three years and 
shall be renewed from time to timefor like periods. 

4. (i) Application for renewal of licence shall be made three 
months before the date of expiry of the validity of the license. 

(ii) Applications received late but before the date of expiry 
of the licence shall be considered as belated applications and such 
applications will be considered only on payment of a lato fee of Re. 1 
for delay of cach month or part thereof. 

( iii) Applications received after the expiry of the date of validity 
of the licence shall be treated as fresh applications and a fee of Rs. 6 
shall be realised in respect of such applications. 

Fees.- ( iv ) A fee of Rs. 3 shall be charged for the renewal of 
licence . 

ISSUE OF DUPLICATE LICENCE. 
5. (i) In case of the licence issued being lost or damaged a 
duplicate licence shall be issued on application . The licensing authority 
shall satisfy himself about the bona fides of the case before issuing a 
duplicate license. 

( ii ) A fee of Rs. 4 shall be charged for each such duplicate 
license issued . 

GENERAL . 
6. A candidate who has passed the Cinema Operators Examina 
tion and has been awarded the cour petency certificate but who has not 
taken the operator s license according to rules within a period of thrce 
years shall not be eligible for a cinema operators license, unless he/she 
again appears for the cinema operators examination and obtain a 
competency certificate . 
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7. The licence issued to an Operator , who has not renewed his 
license within a period of three years from the date of its expiry shall 
be treated as lapsed and he/she shall not be eligible for rencwal of 
license , unless he/she again appears for the cinema operators examina 
tion and obtains a competency certificate . 

8. An Operator s licence granted to any person under these 
regulations shall be liable to be withdrawn, suspended or cancelled if 
in the opinion of the licensing authority, the operator has violated the 
conditions of the license or is found incompetent or adopts malpractices 
or has impersonated : 

Provided that an appeal shall be against the orders of the licensing 
authority , with Government. 

9. Fees once paid shall not be refunded under any circumstances , 

10. All fees should be paid into a Government Treasury and 
receipted chalan pro luced with the application. The head of account 
to which the amount is to be credited will be duly notified by the 
Secretary . Board of Examiners for the Cinema Operators Licence.
